NATURE MAKING GARDEN SOIL THIS WINTER 


Winter snows and hard freezing weather, reported in many

NATURE MAKING GARDEN SOIL THIS WINTER 


Winter snows and hard freezing weather, reported in many 


pttrta of the United States this winter, are 'the best agencies for 
yetting garden soils in condition, according to United States De- 
partment of Agriculture specialists. Soil is nothing more nor less 
than finely divided rock with decayed vegetable matter mixedwith 
it. Every time the water freezes in the crevice of a rock it makes 
Ihe opening a little wider until finally the rock is split into frag-1
